WINNIPEG, July 1.—-Police inter- 
vention alone averted a riot at the 
Scene of the anti-conscription meit- 
ing this afternoon, Four arrests by 
the city police followed a free-for-all 
fight in which  anti-conseriptionists 
were quickly driven from the neigh- 
borhood of Market Square, where the 
speeches were to have been delivered, 
A foreigner also wan arrested by dis- 
trict intelligence officers, He ‘vil! 
be dealth with tomorrow. 

At least fifty per cent of the craw 4 
were alien enemies, according to Lieut, 
Campbell of the, intelligence depart- 
ment. Clubs were freely used during 
the fight and hammers also played a 
destructive part. One foreigner was 
caught in the act of stabbing with a 
clasp knife a well known returned 
soldier, 

Alderman Queen, who attempted to 
speak, made a successful get away, 
although not without being mauled. 
All of the arrested men were anti- 
conseriptionists. This evening they 
were released on bail, no charges be- 
ing preferred, 

The crowd in attendance was esti- 
meted at 9,000. 

Returned soldiers dasleed from one 
floor to another in the Chanber of 
Commerce building looking for anti- 
conscriptionist leaders, whom they be- 
Heved, were in hiding. 

Alderman Queen, after asking the 
meeting:to be very quiet, started his 
address with ‘The government of this 
country is endeavoring to introduce 
® conscription—" but this was as far 
as he got, someone in the crowd yell- 
ing “Get him," while others yelled 
“Charge!” and Alderman Queen went 
down from his stand. In no time the 
two factions were mixing it. Clubs, 
canes and umbrellas were the more 
common weapons, 


HEBREWS GLORY 
IN TRIUMPH OF 
BRITISH ARMS 


Over A Thousand Delegates At- 
tend The Zionist Convention 
At Winnipeg, 


(Ry "NEA Bitlet Teuded Wire) 
WINNIPEG, July 1.—Voclferous, 
enthusiastic aplause greeted the an- 
nouncement of the opening of the fif- 
teenth annual convention of the Fed- 
eration of Zionist Societies of Canada 


this morning In the Telmud Torah 
hall. Over 1,500 people, including 306 
delegates from 76 Jewish communities 
from all over Canada, and packed gal- 
leries of visitors, cheered. All day the 
hall was crowded to its utmost capac- 
ity. 

The end of the war, with Britain 
and her allies victors, will mean the 
end of misrule in Palestine, the land 
of hope for the Jews. This was the 
prophecy, made in a spirit of loyalty 
to Great Britain, contained in the ma- 
jority of speeches throughout the day. 
The sound of the tramp of the British 
armies now marching through Holy 
Land, 1s a proclamation to Israel of 
the restitution of Zion and re-habilita- 
tion of the Hebrew race declared 
Clarence I, de Sola, of Montreal, pres- 
ident of the Zion federation, during 
his address this morning. 

The convention was opened with the 
singing of the national anthem, which 
was followed by Hut Tikvaar, the 
Hebrew national anthem. 

Mr, de Sola in his presidential ad- 
dress, said that Great Britain is a ew 
Cyrus, She is overcoming her op- 
ponents in the Holy Land. She it is, 
who will secure for the Jews what 
they have yearned for for nearly 
twenty centuries. She is fighting for 
the rights of the smaller nations. She 
will aid the Jews in the establishment 
of a publicly recognized, legally-se- 
cured Jewish home tn Palestine. He 
said that In an interview he had re- 
cently with Right Hon. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, British secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, Mr. Balfour expressed 
himself as in Sympathy with the Jew- 
ish national aspirations and with 
Zionist ideals. Although the Inter- 
view was somewhat confidential in 
nature, Mr, de Sola said he had auth- 
ority from Mr. Balfour to say that thie 
Jews have his support in their move- 
ment. 

The motive for the securing of a 
homeland for the Jews ts not a ma- 
terial one, Mr. de Sola sald, although 
he admitted that certain material 
benefits might accrue. The real pur 
bose, he declared, Is for the obtaining 
of a land where Jewish civilization 
may be fostered and developed. Urg- 
ing unity In the effort of the Jews to 
Secure a homeland, Mr. de Sola con- 
cluded by declaring that Zionism and 
Judaism are inseparable. 

FLIER GETS 

LONDON, July 1,.—(C,A.P.)—The 
Military Cross has been awarded Lt. 
I. P. Watkins, attached to the Flying 
Corps, and Captain R. H. Saundby, of 
the Warwickshires, “for conspicuous 
Ballantry in attacking and destroying 
an enemy airship.” Lieut. Watkins 
was transferred to the Flying Corps in 
January, 1916,

Canadians Encounter Stiff 
Opposition In Recent 
Advance.

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS® IN 
FRANCE, Sunday, July 1, via London. 
—The drive south and west of Lens 
continues with unabated vigor, Dur- 
ing the night our troops, operating in 
the region east 6f Reservoir Hill, sup- 
ported by a cannonade ot great inten- 
sity, pushed forward seven hundred 
yards beyond the point reached on 
Thursday, They encountered strong 
opposition, espegially on the left bank, 
to the north of the city, and were nu 
able to maintain the extreme point of 
thelr advance, 

German counter attacks continued 
this ntorning. Fighting was proceed- 
ing amid the ruins of houses and the 
front Was undér a bombardment by 
heavy guns, making the line difficult 
to locate or maintain, The battle was 
really a soldier® one, in which the 
valor of small groups of men using 
bombs and bayadnets decided the issue. 

Enhanced Traditions, 

The British ttoops in this advance 
from the northwest of Lens have 
maintained and enhanced. the finest 
traditions of naermy, 

Where tho Canadians are battling 


forward. RSP pe th foods 
along the Souchez, ree ting 
from the blocking wf the channel with 
debris of blown up bridges, slightly 
retards the advange. Nevertheless 
our patrols are now well into the up- 
per part of Avion and in close con- 
tact with the enemy's rear guard. In 
the lower end of Avion, which the 
correspondent was able to visit yes- 
terday during a lull in the enemy's 
shelling, the destruction he has 
wrought is indescribable There is 
not an habitable house left in this for- 
merly populous suburb of Lens, and 
in some pleces the streets have beer 
so ploughed up that it is difficult to 
trace where they have been. The 
enemy trenches, which were provided 
as usual, with deep dugouts, were al- 
most obliterated and the entrances ti 
the latter have been blown in. The 
usual litter of war material to be seen 
in wn hastily evacuated position strews 
the grounds, 
Cellar a Citadel, 

A sad rendinder that victory is not 
to be had save by paying the price in 
the lives of brave men were the re- 
mains of unburied dead; the bodies 
of men who formed part of our first 
assaulting columns two months ago 
Some of these heroic soldiers: fell 
amid the enemy wire close to the 
trench which defended Avion, Others 
were seen to enter Coulotte, but never 
emerged on the further side, though 
the ruins appeared to afford no shel- 
ter for any large number of the 
enemy. 

That mystery has now been solved 
A huge cellar, with a vaulted roof, has 
been discovered, practically intact, ir 
which the enemy sheltered himself 
during the shelling, and from which 
he emerged only when our infantry 
penetrated the village, This cellar is 
arge enough to accommodate at least 
two battalions, 

The enenky was not without the 
means of amusement in this subter- 
ranean home, for a harp and a plano 
were among the things he left behind 
Much furniture from a _ neighboring 
chateau was also found, including 
elaborate candelabra, 

Dominion Day Halled. 

Dominion Day was celebrated at 
noon today by a triple salvo from al! 
the guns on the Canadian corps 
front, Just before noon hour the gune 
ceased to fire. Simultaneously at 
twelve o'clock, and again at two and 
four minutes past the hour, hundreds 
of guns, from cighteen pounders to 
the great siege pieces, the shells from 
which fell miles behind the German 
front, burst out In a mighty clamor. 
They told the enemy for the third 
time on Canada's natal day since the 
war began that the dontinion is in 
this fight for Mberty and democracy 
till the last gun ts fired. 

There were special Dominion Day, 
services at various points behind the 
lines’, At the corps headquarters the 
corps commander and his staff at- 
tended, The germon, preached by a 
distinguished Dish®p, had special ref- 
erence to the jubilee of confederation 
and to the great part taken in the war 
by the men of the overseas domin- 
ions, who had come from all parts of 
the world to fight for human liberty 
The graves of Canadians who had fal- 
len were to be found wherever the 
fighting had been fiercest, but their 
souls were not thus prisoned. Their 
sacrifice must not be in vain. The 
men before him were, we declared, 
the trustees of the bl dead, and 
would “Carry On,” ti a final and 
complete victory was won,

The st er was in tow of two 
tugs, or: ‘oe and the other aft; when 
througt an inaccuracy or because the 
tugs could not hold the powerful boat, 
the vessel rammed the Kast Water 
Street, dock, abutting the warehouse 
of the Yahr and Lange Drug com- 
pany, with such momentum as to 
cause the steel supports which hold 
the 50-ton water tank to give way, re- 
sulting in the lofty reservoir crash- 
ing down, hitting the vessel near the 
bridge and not stopping until it had 
ripped through two deoks, causing a 
panic and carrying death or injury to 
all who were unfortunate enough to 
be In its path; 

Little information could be gained 
from the passengers, as they seemed 
stunned by the tragedy, Sitting by, 
standing in groups around the decks, 
they presented a pitiful aight. Afraid 
to look at those who had been caught 
in the titantc smash, hoping against 
hope that thelr fears were groundless, 
the huddled groups stared with strain- 
ing eyes towards the doots that shut 
off the dead from the living. 


HINDENBURG'S DESIRE

TWENTY-THREE 
STATES HAVE 
GONE BONE DRY 


Reed Amendment Prohibiting 
Shipments Of Liquor Effec- 
tive July 1,

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Twenty- 
thre states went bone dry at midnight 
last night, the effective hour of the 
Reed amendment prohibiting ship- 
ment of liquor into any territory 
where its manufacture or sale is pro- 
hibited. Bleven other states are par- 
tlally affected by the legislation, 
which has been hailed by temperance 
advocates as the greatest single step 
toward abolition of the liquor traffic 
in the nation's history, 

The law. bars’ from prohibition 
areas, whether states or smaller cor- 
porations, all mail matter containing 
tdvertisentents or solicitations for or- 
ders for intoxicants, a provision de- 
signed to aid In enforcing the ant 
shipment feature by suppressing the 
activities of mail order houses in dry 
territory, 

The language of the anti-shipment 
section is very comprehensive, impos- 
ing a fine of $1,000 and imprisonment 
for six months, or both, on any person 
who shall “Order, purchase or cause 
intoxicating liquors to be transported 
in interstate commerce except for 
scientific, sacramental, medicinal or 
mechanical purposes into any state 
and territory the laws of which state 
or territory prohibit the sale or man- 
ufacture therein of liquors for bever- 
age purposes.” 

The same penalties are prescribed 
for violators of the anti-advertising 
section. For a second offense in 
either case, the penalty is made one 
year's Imprisonment. 

Following are the states wholly af- 
fected by the act: 

Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Color- 
ado, Georgia, Idaho, lowa, Kansas, 
Maine, Mississippi, Nebraska, North 
Carolina, North Dakota, Oklahonda, 
Oregon, Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Vermont, 
Virginia, Washington and West Vir- 
ginia.

NIAGARA FALLS, July 1.—A belt 
line car on the Great Gorge route left 
the rails, plunged down a twenty-foot 
embankinent and turned over in ten 
feet of water of the Whirlpool Rapids 
at 3:30 o'clock this afternoon, Nine 
persons are known to be dead; two 
who were known to be on the car 
have not been seen since the accident 
and are probably dead, and an indefi- 
nite number, estimated at from two to 
ten, are reported missing. 

More than a score are in the hos- 
pital suffering from injuries received 
in the accident, 

Duc to Washout, 

A washout, due to recent heavy 
rains, was the cause of the disaster, 
which occurred just below the canti- 
lever bridge and sixty feet below the 
point where the smooth water of the 
upper reaches of tne Niagara river 
break into the turbulent waters of the 
whirlpool rapids, 

The car, in charge of 
‘randall and Conductor Heron, had 
all but completed the circuit of the 
gorge, having crossed from the Cana- 
dian side of the river on the trolley 
bridge at Lewiston, 

There were more than fifty passen- 
gers on board, according to general 
estimates. The car was one of the 
open type, the seats extending from 
side to side with steps on both sides 
the full length of ‘the car.
